2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
respectfully agrees with Applicant's arguments on pages 6-8 of their amendment stating that the 
Tharalson et al. '211 reference does not specifically teach the use of a child containment 
structure comprising a floor and a continuous sidewall having a lower edge connected to a 
perimeter of the floor, the sidewall including at least one side panel and at least one ventilation 
panel positioned between the floor and the at least one side panel wherein a height of the at least 
one ventilation panel varies along its length (in order to accommodate the adjustment of a 
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mattress pad disposed within the containment structure as disclosed by Applicants) and the 
maximum height of the at least one ventilation panel is smaller than a minimum height of the at 
least one side panel as particularly recited in independent claims 8 and 16, as well as the 
conditions wherein the at least one ventilation panel extends from a first end to a second end of 
the containment structure such that the height is greater at the first end than at the second end 
and wherein the maximum height of the at least one ventilation panel is at one end of the 
containment structure as recited in newly-added independent claims 18 and 19, respectively. 
Since an updated search of the prior art also did not yield any other references pertinent to 
Applicant's claims, it is considered that the application is currently in full and proper condition 
for allowance.
